IDEAL MOUNTAIN WALKING

[ie Ikdges in the Derbyshire Peak are a 


remarkable feature of this attractive hill 

landscape there is nothing quite like 
them elsewhere in Lritain. They are the wind 
ing rims of lofty plateaux upported in many 
places by precipitous cliffs of gritstone, below 
which the ground falls at a teepl h angle to the 
pacious patterned valley dotted with farm 
and villages and threaded by stream ome of 
which have been dammed to form reservoir 

Ihe vast, nearly level, muddy roof. of 
Kinder Scout 1s hemmed in by a series of Edges 
whose circuit affords a long and invigorating 
walk, but perhaps the most striking examples of 
these bastions are found in the east of the dis 
trict, where a more or less continuous line of 
them flanks the great city of Sheffield. Daslow 
Kdye, beginning in the shadow of Chatsworth 
Hlouse is followed by Curbar and Froggatt 
beadye beyond which a break admits the main 
roads leading from Sheffield into the heart of 
the Peak, whose beauty is first revealed by the 
Surprise View, a sharp bend in the lofty high 
Way

approach of Burbiuge Edge and Stanage Edge, 
the longest and grandest of them all The 
ground then falls to Ladybower Brook and rises 
again harply to Derwent Edge which is

Strong walkers will encompass both Stan- 
age and Derwent Edges in a good day : the total 
distance to be covered, to the Salt Cellar and 
back to Hathersage, is about sixteen miles 
A little more than half of this is by road 
It is two miles from the village to Burbage 
End and the curving road about 
thousand feet to disclose splendid views of 
the High Peak to the west. Immediately below

The author of Thoughts on Hunting, a 
classic of its kind, was Peter Beckford.

William 
Beckford, of Fonthill, Peter Beckford’s cousin, 
had a great dislike of hunting, which he carried 
to the extraordinary length of having a twelve 
foot-high wall built round the seven-mile 
boundary of his estate to prevent the intrusion 
of neighbouring hunts, which he discovered had 
been trespassing on his land during his absence 
The appearance of his name on the edition of 
1810 does not appear to have been explained, 
and it is probably due to a printer's error, which 
Was not repeated in later editions. In the 
english Catalogue of Books James Cundee’s 
edition of 1810 (issued at 10s. 6d.) was listed on 
its publication under Peter Beckford’s name, 
and the mistake was evidently corrected as 
soon as possible.

Sir Spencer’s accounts make it clear that 
Campbell did not build a new house in 1726, 
and, though they leave uncertain what 
exactly was done, Mr. Tipping established 
that the main walls of an earlier [-shaped 
elizabethan house had, in fact, been incor 
porated -adducing the north, entrance, front 
with its projecting wings, as the nucleus 
(Fig. 2). But he considered that the entire 
south range (hig. 4) was added at this time,

cannot be set aside, in which case the whole may 
be regarded as drawn by a man who remem 
bered it better as it had been 10 years ago 
than since its alteration. In any case it con 
firms the deduction that the north front and 
rooms retain essentially the disposition of a 
Tudor house. 

Mr. Tipping pointed out that the front 
door now, as then, gives into one end of the 
hall, though the screens have been replaced 
by columns forming a vestibule (Fig. 8), on 
the opposite side of which the Georgian 
dining-room now fills the space which would 
have contained the kitchen and pantry 
originally. What is unusuel, and that the old 
drawing does not indicate, is that a consider 
able depth intervenes between the north and 
south ranges. The vestibule inside the front 
door is continued as a_ corridor passing 
between two Georgian staircases, main and 
secondary and both top lit, before reaching 
the south rooms and porch. If the south 
range existed, the spaces now oct upied by the 
staircase were probably internal courts or 
contained older staircases The latter alter 
native is confirmed if we assume that Camp 
bell retained this central passage—-a very 
un-Georgian feature— the upper floor of which 
still provides a handsome gallery. I do not 
think that a gallery would have been placed 
in this position in 1726 unless one already 
existed: and it would not have existed unless 
its southern end, i.e. the south front, had 
been built when galleries were fashionable 
before the Civil War. We may therefore 
deduce that the fabric of the house is still 
much as William Wilson found it in 1644 
when he inherited from the Burtons 

Che principal staircase (fig. 10) is an 
outstanding pattern of the early Georgian 
type, with continuous string, ramped rail and 
fully shaped enriched balusters. — It is datable 
between 1728-30 by the frieze of the doorways 
introducing the Earl’s coronet conferred in the 
latter year, when Compton was created Earl 
of Wilmington. 

The entrance hall (Fig. 8), entered from 
the vestibule through a columned_= screen 
occupies the area of the Tudor hall. 3ut the 
carefully proportioned panelling, doorways 
and chimney-piece have transformed it into a 
delightful and characteristic Georgian room. 
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Not the least interesting aspect of Compton 
Place is its revelation of Campbell as a clever 
and ingenious adapter of an old house. The 
architect of the great Whig palaces of Wan 
stead (1715) and Houghton (1722), of that 
Palladian fantasy Mereworth Castle (c. 1726), 
and the evangelist of the new classicism 
through his publication of Vitruvius Britannia 
cus, from whom Lord Burlington learnt much 
besides employing him to rebuild Burlington 
House, here shows himself attending to 
details of the wainscot in a “conversion 





job.” 

The south rooms are of similar modest 
proportions to the hall. The drawing-room, 
to the night of the axial vestibule, was 
delightfully redecorated at the end of the 18th 
century by Lord George Cavendish, when the 
exterior was refaced. But the room across 
the passage, converted to the library at a 
later date (Fig. 9), is essentially as Campbell 
left it. Its chimney-piece is in full English 
Palladian manner, though the crispness of its 
sculpture is somewhat obscured by layers of 
brown paint. And the green and gold flock 
paper serves well in place of the cut velvet 
that Campbell prescribed for his grander 
apartments.

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RATES STILL RISING 


URING the past month the 
national and provincial news- 
papers have warned house 


holders that they will have to pay more 
in rates. It is a familiar story, for rates 
have been rising steadily since the end 
of the war, and in many places they 
have increased by as much as 20 per 
cent in the last two vears alone 
Indeed, I can trace only one county, 
Oxfordshire, that 1s likely to show a 
decrease this year, and there it has been 
achieved partly owing to an increased 
block grant from the Exchequer, and 
partly by dipping into reserve funds 
Even so, the decrease amounts to no 
more than 3d., and elsewhere rises of

FARMERS’ 


NVERKY year at this time repre 
sentatives of the Ministry of 
Agriculture and the National 


Farmers’ Union sit down to discuss and 
argue about the prices that are to be 
fixed under the Agriculture Act, 1947 
At the annual price review the crop 
prices are decided for two years ahead 
and the livestock prices for one year 
ahead. We already know the pric 
guarantees for the cereals to be har 

vested in 1953. They are 30s. 9d. acwt 

for millable wheat, 25s. a ewt. for 
grinding barley, 22s. 2d. a cwt. for oats 
and 25s. a cwt. for millable rye. The 
1953 sugar-beet is 116s. 8d. a ton and 
the standard ware price for potatoes 
244s. a ton. These figures all show in 
creases over last year The freeing of 
agriculture’s economy does not attect 
guarantees that the Ministry of Food 
will stand behind these prices and, 1f 
necessary, take up consignments of 
grain or potatoes that cannot be sold 
to reahse at least these minimum 
figures Phe Treasury need not be 
unduly alarmed about this commit 

ment because, in the case of cereals a 
free market and no rationing ts likely 
to keep competitive prices fully up to 
the minimum prices, and in the case of 
potatoes the acreage grown Is not likely 
to result in any substantial surplus 
Indeed there may be a scarcity of main 
crop potatoes next winter unless yields 
are exceptionally good. Many farmers 
seem to have made up their minds to 
grow smaller acreages of potatoes this 
season because they fear that lack of 
labour will make lifting difficult. 1 do 
not share this anxiety, because the 
Ministry of Agriculture will still be 
running the harvest camps, and it is 
not difficult to get casual help for 
potato lifting while the weather re 

mains reasonably good in early 
autumn. For the last two seasons we 
have had the help of foreign students 
lodged at one of the Ministry's camps 
and no one could have wanted better 
or more cheerful labour 


Grass Seeds 


— seems to know quite what is 
happening to the herbage seeds 
marketing scheme which the NF.( 
produced some time ago. This ts one of 
the schemes that the Minister of Agn 
culture said he was ready to consider 
and it has been waiting several years 
forapproval. The delay no doubt is dur 
in part to the objections raised by seed 
firms who see in the N.P.U. proposals 
a threat to create a monopoly control 
ling the acreages and types of grass 
and clover crops that can be sown for 
seed It is a pity that the N.F.l 
representing the growers and also in 
this case the consumers, cannot get 
together with the merchants to agree 
on measures that all want to ensure 
that high standards of quality are 
observed in the seed business. ( heap 
seed of commercial strains, as distinct 
from the leafy varieties that do not 
seed freely, can bea most costly invest 
ment for farmers. Price is no criterion 
of economy if one wants to establish a 
good, produc tive sward. Frankly, I do 
not like the idea ofa marketing board 
taking the responsibility of deciding 
how much grass and clover seed should 
be harvested each year Even the best 
forecast of market demand can go 
awry with a turn in the weather, and if 
there is to be any limitation of supply 
the decision ought to be taken jointly 
by the producers and the merchants 
Indeed, the Minister might well insist 
that this should be an essential pro 
vision in the marketing scheme 


Herbicides 
JROFESSOR G. bE. BLACKMAN 
of Oxford, gave the Farmers’ Club 
a useful paper last week on the use and 
abuse of herbicides. We are still in the 
exploratory stage. New compounds 
are continually being produced and no

tive material for controlling weeds in 
peas and seedling lucerne. Professor 
Blackman does not accept the view 
that herbicides used normally in farm 
practice will affect the balance of 
micro-organisms in the soil Hle ad 
vised, however, that Just as a rotation 
of crops is good husbandry, so a varia
